fiery temper. Temper under control, 
the speaker said, is the mark of a 
strong man—but it must be under 
control.

strength, Washington was notorious- 
ly modest. 
At the time Congress 


elected him commander-in-chief of 
the Colonial army, he accepted by 
refusing any salary and asked all 
present to remember that his belief 
was that he was not equal to the 
command. When notified of his elec- 
tion to the Presidency, Washington 
arose to accept but was unable to

INSECT PESTS DESTROYED 


By Sheep and Useless Vegetation 


Turned Into Mutton and Wool. 
That many insect pests are protect- 


ed during the winter by useless vege- 
tation along country roadsides, and 
that the insects may be destroyed 
and the undergrowth may be turned 
into, valuable mutton and wool, are 
facts not generally realized by farm- 
ers. 
The department's specialist 


in charge of cereal and forage-insect 
investigations recommends the pas- 
turing of a flock of sheep in these 
places during the winter months as 


also breeds freely in quack grass, 
and in Canada one specialist has 
traced the western grass-stem saw- 
fly directly from this grass to the 
wheat fields. This sawfly does con- 
siderable damage to wheat in the 
Dakotas.

(Papapiema. nitela) were noticed in 
very young oats as early as 1884 by 
the department's specialist under 
conditions indicating that the parent 
moths had spent the winter in the 
matted grass along the border of 
the fields. 


The department's investigator has

Full Crew Laws Costly 


Interstate Commerce Commission statistics conclusively prove 
that Full Crew Laws work three grave hardships—/. e.: 
1—They increase the number of casualties. 
2-—They cost the railroads and thousands of men and women 


who, directly, or indirectly, as depositors in banks, trust companies, 
and savings funds are investors in railroad bonds and stocks, approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 a year in wages for unnecessary labor.

Suppose it arrived at Stroudsburg and there it became necessary 
to put on a fifth car, to accommodate unexpected traffic. Under the Full Crew 
Laws this could be done only after an extra brakeman had been brought from a 
division point, or the Stroudsburg passengers would have to stand in crowded 
cars until the train reached Scranton. Should the public be so inconvenienced ? 


Why Laws Should Be Repealed 


The railroads now—as always—intend to man every freight and passenger 
train to the full requirements of safety and operating efficiency. They intend 
to do all within then- power to expedite traffic and promote public conven- 
ience. They desire to give that absolute safety, efficiency and service to which 
the people are entitled. 


There is no purpose to lay off men whose services are necessary to ade- 
quately man trains; the object is merely to eliminate men for whom there 
is no real necessity and for whom jobs exist only by edict of law. 


Legislation that hampers railroad service, safety and efficiency by expend- 
ing money which should be used to increase the safety, the welfare and the con- 
venience of the public is unfair to the people.

Good Roads 


At a public meeting held in the 


hall of Eureka Grange Saturday af- 
ternoon when the subject of "Good 
Roads" was discussed, n was stated 
that no road on which the water 


j stands or in running retains its posi- 
! tion in the centre of the road, or the 
j width of the road will not permit one 
I vehicle to pass another, could be 
considered a "good road." To avoid 
the&e, it was suggested that the road 
bed should be of sufficient width to 
allow two vehicles to pass, or at short 
intervals passing places to be made, 
especially at short curves, and that 
the road bed be of an oval shape, not 
too high in the centre and be pro- 
tected by forming a water table or 
ditch on either sire, and'not to carry 
the water at too great a distance, es- 
pecially against a hill, until taken 
across the road bed to be led away, 
not in an open ''breaker" but by an 
under drain composed of metal, con- 
crete or wood, thus releasing the 
toad bed from all open "breakers." 


In order that the road bed may re- 


tain its oval shape and be free from 
ruts, it will be necessary to drag the 
same after each rain before 
the 


ground becomes dry. By carrying 
out the above, the road bed practic- 
ally in some places could extend to 
the outer edges of the water tables, 
they need not be so deep, and thus 
allow a vehicle to be driven in them 
for passing. 
It was also suggested 
that before using a road scraper or 
road machine that the loose stones 
on the road and where the water 
tables are to be formed, be gathered 


and placed in "mud holes" or low 
places on the road bed; and should 
there be trees, stumps, rocks or any- 
thing that is an obstruction in form- 
ing a water table, remove them. Bet- 
ter expend a little tax maintaining 
the ditches, waterways and keeping 
the surface of the road dry and 
smooth, than to be "everlastingly" 
opening "breakers" and filling "mud- 
holes." Where a road becomes mirey 
it was suggested that a -four-inch til- 
ing be placed at a depth of three feet 
in the centre of the road, having an 
outlet at a water crossing.

Penn- 
sylvania will then become a "Cam- 
paign State." 
The people of Iowa 


may x also have a chance to vote on 
suffrage this Fall, as the suffrage bill 
there has been passed by the Senate 
and is now in the House. 


Meanwhile, woman suffrage bills 


have passed the committee stage and 
are now pending in the Legislature 
of Tennessee, Alabama and Texas. 
In these three States, however, an- 
other Legislature will have to ap- 
prove the amendment before the peo- 
ple can vote upon it. 


The 
Arkansas 
Legislature 
has 


passed a suffrage bill, but it cannot 
be voted upon by the people until 
next year. 
This is due to the fact 


that under the Constitution, only 
three amendments can be submitted 
at one time, and between the action 
of the House and Senate on the suf- 
frage bill, a petition, for a third 
amendment was filed with the Secre- 
tary of State.

How Ice Should be Stored for Coun- 


try Use 


Ice is a very perishable commodity 


and, 
therefore, certain important 


principles must be considered in the 
construction of a place to store it. 
Investigators "of the department con- 
sider that there are four important 
things to be considered in order to 
keep ice well. These are as follows: 


1. The ice must have a minimum 


of surface exposed to the air or to 
the packing material. 
This is most 


easily accomplished by piling the ice 
in the form of a cube. A mass of 
ice 12 by 12 by 12 feet exposes less 
surface than the same tonnage piled 
in any form less nearly that of a 
cube or of a globe. 


2. The keeping of good ice de- 


pends upon the completeness of its 
insulation, whereby it is protected 
from external influences, such as heat

3. Drainage is important because 


the lack of it interferes with the in- 
sulation. 


4. The ice itself must be packed 


so as to prevent as completely as pos- 
sible the circulation of air through 
the mass. The more nearly the mass 
of ice approaches that of a solid cube, 
both in shape and texture, the easier, 
with good drainage and insulation, 
will be the keeping problem. 
The 


keeping of ice, then, depends upon 
the shape of the mass, its insulation, 
its drainage, and its solidity. 


The ease and rapidity with which 


ice may be gathered depends upon 
the condition and location of the 
field as well as upon the tools used 
for doing the work. 


If the ice field is covered with 


snow the formation of ice will be re 
tarded, as the snow acts as a blanket 
and raises the temperature, thus re- 
tarding the ice formation. If the Ice 
sheet is sufficiently thick and snow 
falls upon it, the snow must be re- 
moved before harvesting can pro- 
ceed; or if, on the other hand, it is 
desirable to increase the thickness of 
the ice after the snow falls, the field 
may be flooded and the snow satur- 
ated with water, which is allowed to 
freeze, thus adding a layer of snow 
ice. Flooding on small fields may be 
accomplished in either of two ways: 
By "overflowing," which consists 
merely in conducting water to the 
field, or by piercing the ice field here 
and there with a bar or auger, to al- 
low the water to force itself to the 
surface and gradually to saturate 
the snow. 


Snow may be removed from small 


fields, when necessary, by means of 
shovels, but upon large fields it will 
be economical to use horsepower 
scrapers.
